In a word, the more clearly the impoffibi- 
lity o f entering 011 a formal négociation ap­ 
peared, the

From this detail of fa& s, the follow ing 
are the ncceffary conclufion* :

T h a t by this tourfe o f proceeding, this 
oilentatious difplay o f zeal to adjuft dificr-

France, the French Governm ent intended, 
in cafe o f a rupture to throw the blame 011 
the former. 


It is neceiTary to make a few ohfervations

T h is “ re­ 
m edy” is the decree o f the 31 ft o f July. 


i. T he firft 
article o f this decree con­ 
fines to the fpecial agents o f the Diredtory, 
the rig h to f iifuing comm-liions to cruifers;

dividing prizes made by French veiTcls aa 
the enemies o f the Republic.*’ *

and forty articles, impofed on the individu­ 
als, officers and all others, compofing th© 
crews o f their armed vellels, is, “ that they

reftore the property to the neutral owners ; 
but, declaring fuch captors to have no titl* 
to the captured vcftels and caigoes, took 
the whole to themlelves. 
A rciuarkabl« 
inftance occurred in the laft year, 
in th* 
cafe of the Eaft Jndia Ihip A ’cw -Jcrsev b e­ 
longing to Philadelphia, to redecem which, 
the owners have paid to G e x lh a l I h nou- 
r u .l.l.s p e c ia l agent o f the Executive D i ­ 
rectory, in St. Dom ingo, upwards o f tt7» 
hundred thoufand dollars in caih. W h eth er 
any and what portion o f fuch prize-money 
goes into the cheft o f the. Republic, 1 ain- 
not informed. 


I I I . T h e third article declares that all 
Afjcnts and other deputies in the nuutrat 
possessions, appointed to decide there on 
the validity o f prizes taken by the French 
Cruizers, and who fhall be fufpefted 
o f 
having a direft or indirect intereft in the 
cruizers, fhall be immediately reciillcd. 


It is renv.rkable that this article appa­ 
rently d e fin e d to co r n e a the monltrous 
abufc o f public officers lilting in jiulgm ent
